The euterprisiug people of Atlanta, 


the Gate City and future metropolis of 
the south, hare long been joyously cer- 
tain of the complete realization of their 
dreams of a great and wonderful exposi- 
tion within their borders. Only & few 
days ago they received a rather interest- 
tag proof that the people of the whole 
country share in their expectation. This 
proof came in the form of information 
that all sorts of itinerary shows are now 
gradually moving toward 
Atlanta — 


working their way, so to speak— in or- 
der to be present at the opening *nd dnr-

ing the continuance of the exposition. 
At first blush it may not occur to yon, 
reader, that this is a very important sign 
of public interest, but it is, since noth- 
ing but continuous talking of the com- 
ing Atlanta show by the people all along 
the line could induce the tent showmen 
to travel m such numbers toward this 
one point 


There is now every reason to conclude 


that the Atlanta exposition will be a 
really great affair. In the first place, it 
will represent the investment of consid- 
erably more than $2,000,000. and this 
vast sum is being laid out most judici- 
ously and with such economy, if the 
term may be used, as to produce the 
very best and most striking results. It 
is hoped by the Atlantans themselves 
that their show will be larger and supe- 
rior in every way to any previous expo- 
sition ever held in the United States, 
barring only the World's fairs at Phila- 
delphia and Chicago. Certainly those in 
charge have bent all theif energies to- 
ward producing this laudable result, 
and the popular interest in the project is 
well indexed by the fact that every Sun- 
day people visit the grounds in such 
large numbers to inspect the work and 
comment upon the progress made that 
the trolley cars are crowded beyond all 
precedent. This weekly visit to the ex- 
position's site has now become so gen- 
eral that most other Sunday resorts of 
Atlanta are practically deserted, greatly 
to the discomfiture of their proprietors. 


The selection of the Piedmont Driv- 


ing park as the site of the exposition 
was undoubtedly an exceedingly wise 
move, since the driving park grounds 
are spacious, accessible and of great nat- 
ural beauty. To this latter feature the 
exposition authorities are adding mate- 
rially by laying out driveways, creating 
artificial sheets of water and plant- 
nig many ornamental shrubs and trees. 
The buildings, as is plainly discernible 
even now, will be of a most impressive 
and really satisfactory character. The 
gates will open on Sept. 18 and remain 
open for 00 days, An average daily at- 
tendance of 15,000 at 50 cents admission 
fee will hardly pay all the cost, but an 
attendance of 17,000 will leave a mar- 
gin, and of course every effort will be 
made to bring it up to those figures. 


The railroads centering at Atlanta are 


doing all in their power to assist in this. 
Only one of them, however—the South- 
ern, with its thousands of miles of track 
extending all through the south—will 
be allowed the privilege of entering the 
grounds with its tracks. But all the 
great railroads have agreed upon a uni- 
form fare of 1 cent a mile, and besides 
the steamship lines along the Atlantic 
coast have made special concessions, and 
the Pacific Mail and Steamship company 
has agreed to transport the exhibits of 
Central and Sonth America from and to 
all points reached by its lines and to 
make reductions in fares to government 
officials and others who desire to visit 
the fair. 


At present the energies of the mana- 


gers are centering upon the buildings. 
The driving club honse ia at the west

tide of the grounds and to the north of 
a beautiful little valley in which the 
race course is laid ont. This course has 
been converted into a park to the west of 
which are located the Administration, 
Fire and Police buildings. To the right 
and left are all the other buildings, 
disposed that from the door of each all 
the others can be teen. From each of 
these buildings, too, there will be a bean 
tjful view of the park, with its well 
kept lawns, its smooth walks, itsbrigh 
ly flashing electric fountains and it< 
floral beauties. 


Th* buildings of the Atlanta fair will 


not form a white city, all bnt one of 
them—that devoted to the fine arts—be 
ing * sort of slate color with dark green 
roofs. The Fine Arta building, how 
*v«r, it of the same beautiful creamy 
White that wu to effective at Chicago, 
«td the architect* are well satisfied that 
Uw tints chosen will harmonioe perfectly 
with tt» MnrouBdiBf l**4sc*i« so M t» 


Ewke a coMictout picture of the whole, 
The visitor who goo» oat to the park 
of a Sunday is confronted upon Waving 
the electric car with the rapidly rising 
big Auditorium building, which staudf 
upon the site of the old grand stand. 
This Auditorium will have a seating ca- 
pacity of over 3,000. The music daif 
will be located at the west end of the 
building, and there, it is expected, the 
trained bauds that are called after Sousa 
and the lamented Gilinore will produce 
the beautiful strains for which they »« 
io well known. Cufes will be connected 
with this dais, so that it will be possi- 
ble for visitors "to sit and bite sand- 
wiches to wait* time, "a« «u Atlanta 
newspaper puts it. Near the Auditorium 
»re the police and fire headquarters, 
both of which are now ueariug comple- 
tion, and at some distance to the right 
stands the Agricultural building, al- 
ready nearly completed upon the out- 
side, large, cone roofed and imposing. 
The Mineral and Forestry building, the 
doorway of which will be decorated by 
picturesque festoons of moss, is in the 
near vicinity and will undoubtedly b€ 
one of the most attractive structures on 
the grounds. Separated from this by a 
music stand rises Machinery hall. Not 
far away is the Negro building, beneath 
whose roof one of the most interesting 
features of the entire exposition will be 
shown. A little farther along comes the 
Transportation building, after that the 
Electricity building and after that the 
Woman's building, the most centrally 
located of all. This was designed by 
Miss Elsie Mercnr of Pittsbnrg, and its 
erection has been rendered possible by 
the untiring efforts of Mrs. Joseph 
Thompson of Atlanta, president of the 
board of lady managers. The Art build- 
ing is more nearly completed than any 
of the others, the Government building 
is well under way, and nearly every 
structure has at least been begun. 
Of the winding artificial lake that will 
afford pleasant transportation about the 
grounds, of the army of workmen busy 
every day from sun up to evening's 
shades and of many other features not 
less interesting there is not space here 
for special mention. Those in charge of 
the general programme have been quite 
as busy as those who have the buildings 
in charge and have bnt recently made 
out the list of ceremonial days aa fol- 
lows:

The fact that there are two 
candidates for the appointment in 
this city, should fjot prove detrimen- 
tal to either of them, and can be no 
excuse for the selection logo to Grand 
Rapids.

BRUTES AND BIROS IN FUTURE MILI- 


TARY OPERATIONS. 


Swallows Said to Ik> Surer T**n Pigeon* 


an MriweiiE«r»—How Kleplmats and I>og« 
Are Employed— The (Joune Not So Stupid 
When Performing Guard Duty. 


When tho iifxt EurojM'iuiwar rumus it is 


more than probulilo tlmt it will huvo u 
novel and picturesque point of military in- 
terest about it in tho employment of anl- 
lUlils, which will piny quite as important 
a part in tho campaigns in tholr way as 
tho gunvraU and solilion,. Ever since tho 
earliest days of war—from the very Injgin- 
ning of things, that ih—horses huvo, of 
course, been military aids of the greatest 
value. Now it is planned—indeed several 
of tho Kiiropean powers «ro actively mak- 
ing experiments—to draft other animals 
into tho service, with tho expectation that 
they will bo of groat help. 


France, during the times of the Franco- 


Gorman oonlllct, brought tho science of 
carrier pigcoug up to a high standard of 
efficiency. 
Then it was thought tlmt no 


superior to this lithe little bird could bo 
found us a carrier of dispatches. 
But the 


French military authorities are beginning 
to think differently now. Experiments 
have been made with the swallow, and he 
has proved to bo swifter, surer and alto- 
gether more satisfactory. 
There Is the 


greatest probability, therefore, that swal- 
lows will bo part of tho army equipment 
for tho next campaign. 


A now idea hus sprung up in French 


military circles nevertheless that after nil 
it is rather imprudent for u great army to 
intrust its nu-hsngcs, frequently of great 
moment, to such small birds, f,o subject to 
attacks from the great birds of prey that 
are continually on tho outlook for Mich (is 
they. It has been proposed that storks bo 
trained for dispatch KOrvioe, the theory be- 
ing that tho "nest instinct" in these birds, 
their swift, certain (light,, their tremendous 
wing nod leg power ami their htrength to 
meet any attack whatsoever in tho air 
would render them ideal mobsengerb of 
war. 


The stork cprlainly could combat suc- 


cessfully nny hawk and almost any eagle, 
Btsiidpq, his splendid strength would make 
it possible for a groat bundle of dispatches, 
of a weight and sixo that a clo/on carrier 
pigeons or swallows would be uniiblo to 
convoy, to bo sent at onco under one cover. 


In Riihsia u theory n good deal like this 


hits nlready been put into practice, anil n 
number of lalconshave boon put into train- 
ing for the Russian nrmy dispatch service 
and Imvo proved eminently satisfactory. 
The falcon himself is, a most warlike bird 
and ardontly resists every titlark niiido 
upon him. Warsaw and Urest-Jjllev> iM, on

AR an at- 
tacking column those dogs will show a 
formidable front against the soldiery of 
any other nation, and as discouragers of 
hesitancy during the retreat of an enemy 
they will prove Imnluablo to tho regiment 
possessing thorn.

Even that traditionally stupid animal

There is an authen- 
tic incident oC a Bavarian regiment of 
light luissars, stationed at Ingolstadt, Ger- 
many, who adopted a young gooso during 
their stay thoio and mado it, through 
klndnosH, become so tamo that it was quite 
tho pot of tho regiment.

cres of 26 years ago. Prehistoric man 
drunk from a human skull, believing that 
tho uncanny goblet had a certain potency. 
Not so long ago, tho skull of a suicide was 
used in Caithness as a drinking cup for 
the cure of epilepsy. Even cases have been 
cited when superstitious people within tho 
last 80 years \\n\ a dug up bodies, so as to 
possess themselves of skulls for tho snmo 
purpose. 


As late as 1678, In tho official plmrma- 


copcolnof tho London Collegoof Physicians, 
mention is mado "of tho skull of a man 
who had died a violent death." For cen- 
turies in the post, for the manufacture of 
certain quack nostrums, notably anoint- 
ment, ground skulls were used. Tho med- 
ical books of Nuremberg of 200 years ago 
always clto imnnla—or the embalmed flesh 
of mummies—as a sovereign cure for cer- 
tain diseases. The Egyptian mummy was 
a specific for ono malady, tho TonorifTo 
mummy for another.—Now York Times.

young Bohemian

city. Ho is pallid 
of face, short in 
stature, slender 
iu build, modest 
and unassuming 
in manner. 
He 


plays a first class game of poker and 
chops his poetical lines into varying 
lengths with a literary hatchet. 
He 


scorns the limitation of rhyme and me- 
ter and seems to be a disciple of Walt 
Whitman 
There are people who think 


he is a genius and a rising light in lit- 
erature, and "there are others." The 
latter class think his verses are barren 
of talent. 


Crane is 23 years of age and has been 


writing for the press since he was 16 
Three or four years ago he published a 
novel called "Maggie, a Girl of the 
Streets," under the pen name of John- 
son Smith, but the book was so uncon- 
ventional and so daring in its treatment 
of the slum life it described that tho 
publishers dared not place their imprint 
upon it. Hamlin Garland, who was ap- 
parently much impressed by the genius 
of the yonug author, wrote, "With finch 
a technique already in command, with 
life mainly before him, Stephen Crane 
is to be henceforth reckoned with " Mr. 
Garland's interest led him to look up the 
yonng novelist and intiocmee him to 
\Villiam Dean Howells, who, it is said, 
looks upon Craiio as a veiy promising 
joung devotee of the muses 


For about a year Crane has been doing 


syndicate writing, and a second novel, 
"Tho Red Badge of Courage," describ 
ing tho adventures of a recruit under 
fire m tho civil war, was published in 
serial form and proved very siiccessful 
It is said that all the stanzas m his lit- 
tle ^nhuno "Tho Black Riders" were 
written in a sudden fit of inspiration in 
throe d.iys 
Tho following is a sample 


of the yonug poet's lines :

WEATHER SHARP MOORE. 


His Wonderful 
Kucord In Predicting 


Storm* That Armed as Advertised. 
When it comes to taking snapshots at 


the weather of the future, Professor 
Willis L Moore, Uncle Sam's new head 
•\\eathcr bhaip, can plunk tho bullseyo 
nearly eveiy time. He can scent a cy-

clone farther away than the most expe- 
rienced Kansas farmer, and his feet 
ache every time a storm gets within 
1,000 
miles of them. Mr. Moore has 


been m tho service a score of years, is a 
Republican and wou the place he now 
occupies strictly on his merits as a fore- 
caster 
For some time past ho has been 


weather prophet in Chicago at a salary 
of $2,500 a year, and his promotion to 
the head of the weather bnrcan in Wash- 
ington means a future salaiy of $4,000 
a year. 


He was educated at the signal service 


military school in Fort JUyer, Va,, and 
began his career as a weather sharp at 
tho age of 21 years. There wore 80 
bright young men in his class at the 
school, but ho displayed sucli rare apti- 
tude for tho work and such industry 
tlut when graduation time cauie he 
stood second in tho class in point of 
merit. In 1880 ho became sergeant, re- 
ceiving his promotion because he devised 
"new, economical, expeditions mechan- 
ical methods of issuing daily weather 
forecasts and maps," and was at onco 
assigned to the preparation of meteoro- 
logical charts 
Later he was assigned 


to tho chief office iu the Minneapolis 
weather bureau, where tho correctness 
of his predictions won favoiable men- 
tion from Secretary Rusk 


About a year ago a weather bureau 


professorship was to be awarded, and 80 
scientific experts entered a competitive 
examination for the honor. 
Of tho 80 


Mr Moore ranked highest, and when 
Professor Harrington resigned as head 
of the bureau recently Moore's record 
wns not forgotten. Whilo in charge of 
the Chicago weather bureau last March 
Moore made a remarkable record 
He 


predicted 180 cold waves, 11 o of which 
arrived on schedule time He also accu- 
rately predicted tho cold wave that 
ruined the Florida orange crop last De- 
cember, and during l.t-t January, Feb- 
ruary and March 2? of ;?0 severe winter 
storms predicted for Lake Michigan 
swept tho lake as Moore said they would.

And nimbly went their toes. 


But gradually, owing to tho spread 


throughout the country of religious opin- 
ions very much corresponding to thoso of 
our own Puritans, the dauco became an 
object of spiritual erasure. 


It was, in the sixteenth century that tho 


thunders of tho church began to bo direct- 
ed against it with tho greatest severity. 
None was more forward in these attacks 
than tho members of tho Bohemian broth- 
erhood. Ono chapter of our author's book 
Is dovotod t o an account of these opponents. 
In 1520 and l.)C6 the diets passed laws in 
restraint of the excesses of dancing. 
But 


one of tho greatest of its enemies was tho 
famous Simon Lomuicky, an author who 
plays a conspicuous part in tho Bohemian 
troubles at tho end of the sixteenth and 
begin ill n g of tho seventeenth century. 


Still, for all thcso philippics, dances 


went on among tho Bohemians on saints' 
days and holidays in tho market place and 
around the m.ijpolo. Tho peasants had a 
hard time of It, but they still danced, just 
as tho Polish rustics did in spito of the 
grievous corvee, or as even in tho old times 
of serfdom tho Russian moujik enjoyed 
his chorovod in tho evening —Saturday 
Review.

While yet but a 


young mac he went thither to engage 
in mercantile pursuits, and in 1871, 
when he was appointed vice consul, was 
among the most prominent of all Amer- 
icans in business on the island For 1 3 
years he served as vice consul, and then,

ill 1884, President Arthur promoted him 
to the higher post which he has held 
ever since. Daring the 11 years that 
have since elapsed he has performed the 
important duties of his position to the 
general satisfaction of the American 
contingent, but on various occasions his 
course has cot been altogether pleasing 
to the Spanish authorities. In 1889 the 
Madrid government became very much 
incensed against him, on the assumption 
that he had furnished "alarming news'' 
to the press. His most recent difficulty 
•with the Spaniards arose from bis mak- 
ing a demand that two American citi- 
zens, arrested on the charge of having 
had communication with the rebels, 
should be tried by the civil and not by 
the military courts. 


On both these occasions Mr. Williams 


placed his resignation in the hands of 
the Federal authorities at Washington, 
but it was accepted on neither, although 
he was temporarily recalled wheii the 
last trouble came up, and made a long 
and complete explanation of his course 
and the situation with regard to Amer- 
ican citizens in Cuba to President Cleve- 
land. It may be that his resignation 
would have been accepted this time, but 
for the protests sent to the president by 
large numbers of business men and cap- 
italists, who declared Mr. Williams' 
presence in Cuba at this time to be es- 
sential to the maintenance of the digni- 
ty of the American government there 
and the safety of the life and property 
of Americans doing business on the is- 
land. At all events, the consul general 
has been sent back to his post and has 
been vested with powers that are prac- 
tically discretionary and not often be- 
stowed upon any government representa- 
tive of lesser rank than a minister or an 
embassador. 


It is bard to apeak with intelligence 


of the general feeling in the United 
States regarding the Cuban cause, but 
there is no doubt that much money 
has been sent by American sympathizers 
to aid the uprising nor that more men 
have gone from the United States to fight 
for Cuban independence than is gener- 
ally known. 


Much of the money sent there has 


been raised In New. York, whore, through 
the presence in that city of many 
wealthy Cuban families and hundreds 
of Cuban cigar makers, there is an in 
tense if not very widely diffused pro 
Cuban sentiment. At the beginning of 
the present year it was estimated that 
tbe Cuban colony there numbered about 
1,500, less than at any time during the 
last two or three decades But what the 
thousand and a half Cubans of New 
York lack in numbers they make np in 
devotion, and there is hardly one of 
them who has not contributed of his 
savings to help in the fight against fur 
tber Spanish domination One man de- 
clared the other day that he had been 
saving tip for ten years with this end in 
view and added that his compatriots 
bad all been taking the same course for 
quite as long a period 
According to 


this man, o--en the women and girls in 
tho cigar factories have contributed reg 
nlarly from their small earnings to the 
treasury of the patriots 


It is pretty evident from all indica 


tions that important developments are 
expected during the present summer 
Daily, so the reports say, the number of 
the native Cubans who have declared 
for independence i» growing, and daily 
the climato of the island is showing 
how deadly it is to the Spanish born 
8oldi«ra who are fighting the insurgents, 
the Spanish death rate being from 100 
to 800 a day. A« soon as Marti's moc 
tor gets well in tho harness some heavy 
fighting is expected, and victory is con 
fidently looked for bj the Cuban*.

Beard Growth of a Lifetime. 


If yon are proud of a fresh shave and a 


tnnooth face, you visit tho barber at least 
twice a week or probably every other day. 
Suppose you commenced thU practice at 
the age of 17 and continued it up to tho 
age of TO, have you any idoa of the total 
length of the beard thnt would bo removed 
in that time? If your beard grows M rap- 
idly as that of the average man, you roast 
have about one-fifth of an inch removed 
each week, or 10 8-5 Inche* each year. Be- 
tween the ages of 1? and 70 years 58 years 
must intervene, and each of these 58 yean 
gives almost a foot of beard growth, or a 
total of 580 inches, exclusive of fraction, or, 
to be more exactly exact, 44 foot and 2 
inches of beard 1 


The above Is all figured on tho assump- 


tion that the filaments of tho beard main- 
tain their average growth of one-fifth of 
an inch during the period mentioned, 
which, of COUTMJ, is out of the question. 
There is all the difference in tho world 
in beard growth. Some men will raise a 
"stubble field" ono-fourth of an inch In 
length, while another will hardly raiio 
enough to roughen hiH faoo. 
Then, 


again, we do not wish to be understood tM 
saying that a man would grow half n 
hundred feet of board in a lifetime pro- 
vided he never shaved. On tho contrary, 
the average man would not grow more 
than 3J4 feet. On reaching a length of 18 
to 30 inches the beard invariably becomes 
brittle or slits and after this tho growth U 
very slow or ceases entirely.— St. Louis 
Republic.

SUN COOKING. 


The Chemical Action of the Orb's 


Rained the rood. 


Speaking of primitive methods of heat- 


ing, it is undoubtedly a fact that man in 
early ages used bones to some extent as 
fuel, mixing them with pieces of wood. 
Bones contain much fatty matter and 
small ones burn readily. 


In the desert regions of Arizona, where 


there is no vegetation worth mentioning, 
tho Indians dig up for fuel the enormously 
developed roots of various plants. Pine 
cones make a fine kindling and are util- 
ized for that purpose all over Europe, par- 
ticularly in the Black Forest and other 
parts of Germany. 


The attention of many scientific men 


bos long been engaged in trying to devise 
some sort of apparatus for employing the 
sun's rays as fuel. Ono of the more noted 
experimenters In this line Is Professor Ed- 
ward Sylvester Morse. Mirrors are most 
commonly used to concentrate the rays of 
the solar orb for this purpose. 


In one Instance, not long ago, success 


was obtained in an attempt to cook a goose 
by tho sun stove. Unfortunately, at the 
conclusion of tho operation It was found 
that the bird was spoiled, being rendered 
unfit for food by the chemical action of the 
sun's rays. 
This, of course, might be 


avoided by shutting up tho articles to be 
cooked In closed ovens. But tho objection 
to tho sun stove thus far found Insupera- 
ble Is its necessary elaborateness and con- 
Boquent gre.it cost. 


Alcohol Is an ideul fuel. It gives groat 


heat and its combustion is perfect, without 
emoko or other solid residuum. In burn- 
Ing It resolves itself into water and car- 
bonic gas. 
Of course It is too expensive 


for common use, but chemistry may yet 
discover a way of producing it at a small 
fraction of ita present cost.—Boston Trav- 
eller.

sippi, where a fair yield is reported. 
Oats are ripening very rapidly and in 
the southern counties a few fields have 
been cut. The oat crop is, with very 
few exceptions, the heaviest in several 
years, and some correspondents say 
it was never better.

yield of small grains will be light;
